Having (luring the past week visited 
the B. C. and island Mountain mines, I 
thought a brief sketch of the same might 
not be uninteresting to your readers.

At the lalaiiii Moimtuin mine 1 lind 
that about foiLy mer aro omiiloyed at 
present in taknig aj art the mill and 
machinery at Jvu tz and Lane, in order 
to erect it at their mine, and in building 
a largo boarding hcnisu, gr;iding for the 
mill and . in uxtn-cting ore from the 
miiiu. They hive also a brick 
maker making hrick for the 
erection of cldorinatKjn works, etc. 
Everything about t'lc mini- shows the 
greato",t activity, which j hi nly proves 
that this -Ji nipany are dete.niined to tost 
their minus to thu utmost, jind, judging 
from lliu appoaraiicu of tho diflereiit 
ledges in thu auvoral tunnels, 1 have not 
tho least iloubt of their success. Messrs. 
Dunlovy and Walkor certainly deserve 
great credit for developing this mine, 
when tlie general public had no faith tu 
•lUtifl::, jiiid 1 am moat happy to see that 
ore long thoy will bo liiindsoinely remun- 
crated. Thu Island Blonntain mine is 
being superintended hy ,J. Champion, one 
who has had great (5xpurienco in quartz 
mining in California. 

Since the British Columbia and Island 
Mount.ain minoB have atartctl in earnest 
parties beru who "have no faith in 
juartz" have located all the ledges thoy 
can find. There ia one great drawback 
here find that is scarcity of good quartz 
miners. Twenty good rock miners could 
fiiul omploymunt licru at once, notwith- 
sUiiding other reports to the contrary, as 
1 got my information from Messrs. Craib 
iuid Champion, superintendents of the 
British Columbia and Island Mountain 
niinca.

IL can- 
not be denied that this largo uiereaHe in 
failurea during the tirst six months of the 
present yoa^Vas coinpa^isd tifith the two 
past, is far from reasauriiig. Let us hoiie 
for better tilings during the latter half of 
the year. •• 

THE CASCADE DIVISION. 

The entry of the first train Into Taeoiiia 
over the Cascade division of the Ni'ortliorii 
Pacilic was not only an important advance 
in the facilities of the cniupany and in the 
progress of the city, but is also of consid- 
erable interest to this city. Hitherto the 
railway in its through freiglil and passen- 
ger trade has been hampered in its oiiera- 
tions to a considerable extent at. the 
Pacific end of its Hue by liavliv,' lo pay to 
the Oregon Railway and .\a\-|gat ion Co. 
an excessive rate on that portion of the 
lattor's line over which' the Northern 
Pacific trains were hauled. The operation 
of the Cascade division will obviate this 
drawdiack in the future, and will enable 
the company to make any rate it n-.ay 
choose on through business to Portland, 
^'icl(n■ia and other ijoints. The enforce- 
ment of the Interstate Couimeixie Act has 
also been a barrier to the Northern in 
meeting tho Cnnudian Pacific in its coiu- 
petitioii, but Ihe opening of the direct 
line to Taconia having swept away an 
important obsl ruction, it is to be presumed 
that the coast points will very soon feel ,a 
beuelit in still lower passenger and freight 
rates than the very reasonable charges 
now hi existence. The milway having 
reached Tacoiuu by a line directly under 
Its own control, it is but natural io e.xpcct 
that they have not altogether iitl.aiiii'd to 
the goal of their ambllion. T'he Ntu-theru 
has pursued a very wise policy in build- 
ing branch lines here and there where 
there was the chance of securing or of 
creating a trallic, and the result has been 
the opening up to development of a rich 
a'^ricult nr.d and mlnoial country some- 
what situilar to ih.at to lie fi.iiiiil south of 
the Canadiiin I'acilie in this province 
between Lytton and (iolden I'ily. This 
large stretch now hirgely eonlrilnites lo 
Its Ir.illie, and a like policy in I his pro- 
vince would result In lilu' lu'iicllt 1.1 llie 
Canadian I'acilie. It is well known I hat 
oilier transcontinental lines are seeking a 
terminus souiewdiere on Piigcl ."^oiind or 
the Straits of Fuca. Port Towusend, Porl 
.\ uncles. Ship llarbor, Whatcom, and 
other points are mentioned as likely 
1,-niiiiui. It is not to he expected 1 ha"t 
the Northern Cacilic "111 allow .a rival 
coriioratioii to g.aiii a better point .if 
Mintage to secure and handle tliroiigli 
business than that po.ssessed by it, and it 
ni.iy not be many years before we find 
that line of niilway with its teriuinua 
many miles nearer Victoria than now, in 
wdiicli event this city w..iilil be in e\ cii a 
mueli better position thiu that held by it 
to-dav. N'ielori.a is the terminal point of 
travel over the Canailian .iiid Northern 
Pacilic railway.s, and .so far ;is loniisis are 
concerned it is the e.>;Lreiiie iiorf hern point 
to which the large majority of tnivel thai 
will soon begin over thi> overl;ind route 
from San Fr.ancisco will c.niie. .\side 
from these coiisidci.iti.nis the cmliiu' 
comyjetition between three transconlinen 
till lines shrmld give our iniportei-s an ad- 
vantage that will enable them to success 
fully comiiete with others for thr trade of 
the province, and it only rei|ulies c.iii- 
tinued pu.sh and energy i n their p.art for 
them to hold \'ictoria's prestlu'e. Nature 
has done great tliiiios lor us, ciicum.slan- 
ces liave enhanced llieiii — it only reipiires 
good management in order that we may 
continue to advance to a high state of 
prosperity.

BEAR BIVEB MINB8. 

Report to the Goveruiueut by Gapt. FitcBtuha. 

In coiiseipienee of the many contlicling 
roiiorts in I'efereiice to the Bear river 
iiiiiios, the provincial aullioritiea consid- 
liied it advisable to iditain reliable infor- 
mation in regard t,o the new tind. Ca|)t. 
l''if,'.3t libs was accordingly dispatched to 
IWar river, ,iiid the follouing is a copy of 
tilt) report handed iu by that gentleman; 

Victoria, B.C., 7th Julv, 1887. 
7'/i. Unno-rdhle John Hobnoit, Minister of 
Mines: 

Sib, — In accordance with the instruc- 
tions contained in your letter of the 14th 
ult., 1 left \'ictoria on that day per 
steamer .Maude, and arrived at the mouth 
of Boar river, West (.'oast, V. 1. , on the 17tli. 

Bear rivi;r is variously estimated as 
being from twenty to |,liirty miles in 
length, and may be described as a moun- 
tain torrent', a succession of canyons, 
rifHcs and I'.-ills, being situated in the 
midst of and ninniiig through siiow- 
capiied precipitous pe.iks. The general 
formation uf those for about eleven miles 
up the river is of trap rock above that of 
Granite. ()ii a t ribiitiiry about ten miles 
up some slate and ipiartz were found. 
This stream was prospected by some of 
the whites who went to Bear river at the 
sjuue time as myself, but without auccess- 
ful results. 

The Chinese on Bear river, forty-tivo 
in number, (the whites had all left before 
my arrival) .state that after working for a 
long time at .Allierni for les.s than an 
average of lifty cents pur day per man, 
Llioy were induced by the lepresontations 
of an Indian to remove to Bear river. 
Arriving there in the month of October 
of last year, they had Ijut little 
opportunity for testing its richness, 
ere it was time to make soine preparation 
for remaining during winter by Iniilding 
cabins, etc. They also stjite that up to 
the present time they have ubtained no 
prospects to justify thoir remaining, but 
that being there they intend to mine 
iluring this present season, having (gener- 
ally) sufficient provisions to last for that 
period. 

The nine w liito miners who went to 
Bear river by the same steamer as myself 
had u\> to the time of my leaving vi/: 
,'iOth , I line, been busily einplo} ed pro.s- 
pecting on spots from five to fifteen miles 
ii|) the river, but had nol found more 
than a siieck or two of gold f,<. the |)aii 
and these freiiueiit ly rei|iiiring the aiil of 
a magnify to dolect. 

My visits up the river for collection of 
rovBinie were made daily and during these 
I saw more tlitiii half of the whide of the 
niiiiibiu' of Chinese^ residentu wandering 
from |)lace to jilace, carrying with them 
their rockers, proapt^ctiMg seldom for two 
days in one ])lace. They allowed the 
whites to i»ro8poct thoir ground --nnd I 
waa myself permitted everywhere to in 
Mpect, the blanket on the slides of the 
rockers. 

From all 1 saw oii I'.car river (iL'days) 
and from all I learned from whites and 
Chinese, 1 ant <>f opinion that no remun- 
erative discoveries of gold have been 
made there liitliorto, and from the absence 
of those indications which are usually 
deemed neccessjiry by miners and ex]ierts 
for the foriniitiuii of favorable opinioim of 
gcdd beating dislricls, 1 am of o[)iiiion 
that there will not lie h(n'eaft(!r. .\ll 
which 1 respectfully submit. -1 have the 
honor to be, sir, your obedient servant.
